NEW IDEAS ON 


HYPNOTISM — 


By W. W. BAUER, M.D. 


YPNOTISM was in the 
medical doghouse, so 
to speak, for u good many 
years. It was long regarded 
as unscientific at best, 
dangerous at worst. Now, 
some new ideas about it are 
springing up. There are 
more articles about It in the 
medical literature; an ex- 
hibit dealing with hypnot- 
iam in obstetries appeared 
at the latest annual selentific 
meeting of the Illinois State 
Medical Society. 


Rellef of vuin in ehiidbirth 
woes oa controversial subject in 
both medicine and theology for 
w long time, When frst it wus 
proposed to relieve Uhe pain of 
labour, certain eminent church- 
men were against the idea, on 
the ground that if God had 
moant oh idburth to be painiess 
He oweuld have mide ase, 
There was inuch quelation from 
Biblical sources about “in pain 
und sorrow. shalt thou bring 
forth children’--the theological 
validity of which cannot here be 
discussed, Queen Victorian very 
ef cively silence one hgh 
“lerie who objected to having 
her try out the new chloroform 
anaesthesia; she sald “My Lord 
Bishop is no doubt well versed 
In the Seriptures, but his ex- 
perience as a mother is limited.” 


Accepted Step 


And 50° annesthesin “au 
reine’ becamo fashionable and 
acceptable. Much progress has 
been made since the hazardous 
days of chloroform. Today 
there is much relief for the pain 
of childbirth through combina- 
tons of drugs Inhaled, injected 
Into the muscles or the veins, 
or introduced Into the spinal 
canal. And yet there have 
always remisned two dilemmas: 
will the drug Interfere with the 
heceszury musculur activity lo 
aeccumplish =the birth; or, will 
the drug so depress the nervous 
svstem that the baby may have 
diMculty estabishing his in- 
dependent breathing function? 
No comple’ satisfactory | 
answer has been found. Doctors 
have often — faced severe 
criticism, often from uninformed | 
or emotionally ynstabdle critica, 
because they have “failed” or 
“yofused” to relisve women In 
childbirth. Thls is silly; doctors 
simply have been circumscribed 
by the limitations of uvailablo 
methods. A palniess labour and 
a dead baby would scem to be 
the acmeof pointtessness. 


In 


The dramatic announcement 
of natural childbirth by Dr 
Grantly Dick Read of England, 
was bound to attract consider- 
able attention, The Read method 
emphasises a psychological ap-~ 
proach of a reassuring character, 
coupled with conditioning and 
relaxing exercises, and Instruc- 
tion in the physiology of child- 
birth. When the time for birth 
arrives, the mother remains 
conscious, though stand-by 
anaesthesia Js available tf she 
should ask for It, The under- 
lylng theory is that a patient 
can, In effect, be immunised 
against ay At ear of 
psychologje conditioning. Ba 
women ? have had babies 


successfully and happily by this 
method; many havo declared tho 
experience rewarding and 
satisfying beyond tho satisfac~ 
dons of childbirth under 
anoesthesin. Admittedly the 
method Is not applicable to the 
tense, apprehensive type of 
patient. 


Case Histories 


Now comes the claim that the 
Read method js really a form of 
hypnosis or hypnoanalysis—the 
latter a combination of hypnosis 
und psychoanalysis, 


Briefly, the proponents use 
hypnosis early in Inbour. 
Hypnosis. they emphasise, Is not 
tleep. The patient is conscious, 
but In an advance state of 
suggestibility.  ‘Thoy find that 
25 percent of gatients om be 
wocricd chrough the oadly steges 
of childbirth without sedatives, 
ant anawher 40 porcont requir 
mueh less sedatlon than with- 
out hypnosis, Surgical pro- 
cedures, Hf required, ef course 
demand anoeathesia. ‘The 
physicians who presented the 
exhibit have also used hypnosis 
with success In the treatment of 
women's diseases whore there 
wis no demonstrable  phystcal 
nbnormality, and in improving 
sexual odjustnents In marriage, 
porticularty frigidity.
